The Red Cross has 
elded the post committee by stationing 
ft worker at the club rooms at all times 
to handle emergency cases.

Discussion of the rights 
nud wrongs of the quarrel is beside the 
question, now that peace has been 
niiKle, but tha first historical mention 
of the Yaqul Is In the Sixteenth cen- 
tury, when tbe first band of Oonquls- 
tiulorea oumc lino wlint l« now Sonorn, 
After continuous small wars, the first 
treaty was made when Don Francisco 
Ybarra brought my people, nominally, 
under the Spanish crown. 


"One Nnmdred and thirty yenri 


passed, n long period of broken agree- 
ments, and In 1740 another treaty of 
peace was signed, and a buttnllon of 
Ynijul soldiers, Incorporated, Just the 
some as ,now, In the governmental 
army, tr><l to bind the wild rim- to the 
I'ojnl rulers.

sprang up In tlie YnQiil river valley, and 
plantations blossomed all over the 
lower port of Sonorn. Gradually, the 
Yaqtil sflw their lands slipping ujvny 
from them, and once more thpy began 
tair, without warning. Within the next 
yenr they destroyed morp than a score 
of towns and villages, \lrtiially all of 
\\litch, except Altar and Alamos, are 
still In ruins, the white people having 
feirred to rebuild them during all the 
140 yearskwhlch have succeUed sluce 
that time.

"t'p to 1832 warfare was Intermit- 


tent, but constant, not a year going by 
without Us foray by the Ynqul, or an 
expedition against them by federal 
forces by the many governments which 
alternately ruled in Mexico. The fight 
against the Spanish governors nus 
transferred, whole-heartedly, nnd with 
the unnnlmous consent of the tribe, tn 
their successors of the Mexican gov- 
ernment, when the nation won Its Inde- 
pendence from Spain, and continued 
until the powerful Gen. Jo«e Crrea 
patched up another peace treaty, which 
held until the French Invasion. Inter- 
nal quarrels kept so many troops In tbe 
field that no further attempt was made 
to take lands' from the Yaqul, and the\ 
remained quietly In the Ynqul rUcr 
volley, mere watchers of the conflict 
for state control on the plains und in 
thp volleys below.
